The acquittal after a trial which 
added $8,000 to Stone County’s al­ 
ready heavy deb t offered an ex ­ 
pensive answer to the question of 
the identity of the 33 year old 
farm hand upon whom the defense 
b ased its case. 
S. M. Bone, preslcing judge, who 
estimated 
the cost of the trial, 
stopped a b urst of applause after 
the verdict. He asked the commun­ 
ity to forget the b itter feeUngs 
which arose when the man appear­ 
ed to challenge the story of Tilla-' 
Ruminer, 17, who said Franklin, her 
lover, had b een kidnaped b y night- 
riders and presumab ly slain. 
The jury received the case late 
Wednesday night and its delib era­ 
tions were ex tended until late Wed­ 
nesday at the insistence of Judge 
Bone, who said the county could 
hardly afford the ex pense of a re­ 
trial. Its citizens will pay in tax es 
almost one dollar per capita for the 
trial as the last census listed 8,877 
inhab itants. 
A murder indictment against the 
fifth man, Alex Fulks, was dismiss­ 
ed. Those on trial. Bill Younger, 
Joe White, Herman Green way and 
Hub ert Hester, were freed 
from 
jail, b ut the latter two were placed 
under $2,500 b onds to answer char­ 
ges of attacking the Ruminer girl. 
The girl and a deaf mute, who 
said he saw the defendants b ear­ 
ing the b ody of a man toward a 
b rush pile, steadfastly refused to 
accept the star defense witness as 
ranklin although many other resi­ 
dents of the community identified 
him. He often attempted to con­ 
vince the girl he was her former 
over, 
sang 
plaintive 
mountain 
songs at her request, played them 
on a "French harp” for her father 
and related details of their court­ 
ship. 
His mother recognized a news­ 
paper photograph, came here and 
disclosed that he was married and 
lis real name was Marion Franklin 
Rogers. She said he assumed an­ 
other name to prevent b eing located 
b y his wife from whom he was es- 
ranged and 
b y 
authorities 
of a 
state insane hospital from which he 
had, escaped. 
The principal evidence offered b y 
he prosecution was a small quan­ 
tity oT b ones, b ut efforts to identify 
them as those of a human failed 
when a physician said that a temple 
)one, which had b een among the 
others sometime ago was missing 
when he ex amined them on the 
witness stand.

to

months in the Oklahoma county 
jail and fining him $15,000. 
The court affirmed an order of 
the United States district court In 
discharging a writ of hab eas corpus 
and held that the state supreme 
court judgment was not in violation 
of federal rights.

Murphy 
said, Owens 
will 
have to pay the fine and serve out 
the sentence of which he already 
has served ab out one monfli.

EXCELSIOR SPRINGS, Mo., Dec. 
20.—George E. Huckins, who with 
his father, Elmer S. Huckins, had 
evaded arrest on a fraud charge 
b y disappearing from Cedar Rap­ 
ids, low^a, technically was under 
arrest today b ut remained in b ed 
in his hotel room w^hile a deputy 
sheriff paced the hall outside. 
Huckins, who registered in the 
hotel a week ago under an assumed 
name, unlocked the door of his 
room yesterday to accept service of 
a warrant for his arrest. His phy­ 
sician, however, said he would b e 
too ill to move for several days and

Sheriff

Payne 
agreed to leave him under techni­ 
cal arrest in the hotel. 
Huckins and his father are charg 
ed with ob taining money under false 
pretenses b y several investors to 
whom they had promised returns 
of from 26 to 52 per cent on in­ 
vestments made with them. The 
elder Huckins disappeared Tuesday 
and Is b elieved to b e in Chicago. 
Sheriff H. J. Manchester of Cedar 
Rapids was ex pected here today to 
take charge of the younger man, 
b ut 
Huckins’ 
physician 
said 
he 
would recommend strongly that he 
b e allowed to remain in b ed several 
days longer.

ROME, Dec. 20.—Pope Pius XI 
ending nearly 60 years of self Im 
prisonment of the popes in the 
Vatican, made his ex it at dawn to­ 
day from the pontificial quarters 
and entered Italian territory. 
It w^as the first time since 1870. 
when the kingdom of united Italy 
was formed and the papal state 
destroyed, that a pope had left the 
Vatican. 
Notifying hardly anyone his holi­ 
ness drove at 6:45 a. m. in the auto­ 
mob ile from the Vatican to St. 
John Lateran, the palace or church 
where last Feb ruary 1 the treaties 
were signed solving the so-called 
Roman question. Even most of his 
entourage knew nothing of the de­ 
parture. 
He celeb rated mass at St. John’s, 
commemorating the fiftieth anni 
versary 
of 
his 
ordination as a 
priest. 
So unassuming was the de­ 
parture and so unforseen that the 
pub lic was unaware' that history 
had b een made until issuance of a 
b ulletin announcing the event b y 
the Stefani New's Agency at 9 :55 
a. m. 
St. John Lateran is the “mother 
church 
of Christendom,” and 
is 
considered the cathedral of Rome. 
It was therefore natural that the 
pope, 
who 
is 
b ishop 
of 
Rome, 
should go there. 
He was the first 
pope 
to 
celeb rate 
mass at St. 
John Lateran since Pius IX. 
The 
pontiff 
left 
the 
Vatican 
accompanied b y Monsignor Cacia 
Dominione, 
chamb erlain 
of 
his 
household, and a few other at­ 
tendants. 
Meanwhile he had the 
director of the Lomb ard Seminary 
notified since he wished to b e as­ 
sisted at mass b y the students of 
the school. 
The ex it was the first of any 
pope since 1870 from the territorj’ 
of what is now the Vatican state or 
Vatican city. On July 25, last, the 
pope left the confines of the Vati­ 
can proper to come to St. Peter’s 
square b earing the b lessed sacra­ 
ment in eucharistic procession. He 
was still then, however, within his 
own territory. 
Save for the drive across Rome 
he still today was in his own ter­ 
ritory In a sense also since the 
Lateran 
palace 
and 
adjacent 
grounds 
have 
ex traterritorialty 
under the Lateran treaties—as have 
any b uildings in Italy outside the 
Vatican wherever 
the 
pope 
may 
happen to b e. 
The mass said b y the pontiff was 
the same said b y thousands of hum­ 
b le priests scattered over the world 
today. 
Only one acolyte attended 
the pontiff. 
The only circumstan­ 
ces distinguishing the event was 
the singing choir of the pontifical 
Roman seminary and the chant of 
the Te Deum b y the small b ody of 
clergy attending.

Survey Body’a Report 
The taxpayers of Missouri should ■ 
be Interested in the report of the | 


I Missouri Survey Commission. 
The 


j last General Assembly passed a bill, 
I authorizing Governor Caulfield to 


j appoint a 
commission 
of 
seven 
members tc make a survey, and re­ 
port of the financial revenue re­ 
sources, needs of the state and sev­ 
eral departments of state govern­ 
ment, particularly state institutions. 
Section four of this bill is as 
follows: “The 
Commission 
shall 
make a full and complete examina­ 
tion and survey of the financial re­ 
sources and needs of the state, and 
the several departments 
of 
state 
government.” 
Judging from the nevrspaper re­ 
port the commission has failed to 
carry out the mandate of the legis­ 
lature In not conducting a survey 
of the state department. The bill 
passed, directs the governor to pre­ 
sent to the court of the commis-» 
Sion, Tvith his recommendations to 
the general assembly at its regular 
session In 19 31. The commission 
made their survey in six months 
and four days. A very short time, 
when you réalité that other states 
have spent two years In making a 
survey. 
The complete report of the com­ 
mission has not been made avail­ 
able for study, but it should con­ 
cern every taxpayer. The commis­ 
sion recommends the rehabilitation 
of the general plan of state rev­ 
enue, and that all the state insti­ 
tutions expend enormous amounts 
of money. This Is all to be done in 
twelve years. 
This entire program, as it stands 
now, is to come before the regular 
legislature at its next session. The 
Associated 
Industries 
has 
been 
making a study of the whole mat­ 
ter, and while it does approve of 
the need, the association does not 
approve of many features of the 
commission’s recommendations. 
The survey recommends very 
radical changes in the financing of 
public schools, particularly the rural 
schools. The commission proposes 
that the state 
shall supply the 
funds needed to enable such schools 
to be maintained throughout the 
state. They assume that $1,500 is 
the amount required for each unit 
of 22 pupils, in the grade schools, 
and $2,000 for each unit of 24 pupils 
in each rural high school. 
Briefly speaking in the end, each 
rural school will receive $1,200 from 
the state for each such unit. This 
is a sharp contrast to the present 
plan of rural school malntainence, 
and the end is apparent that the 
cities, particularly 
will 
find the 
rural schools a part of their main- 
tainence. 
To illustrate 
if 
a 
local 
rural 
school produces $300 in tax for 22 
pupils, the state must start to pay 
$600 to that unit and at the end of 
twelve years, $1,200 to that unit. 
Briefly speaking the end is that 
each rural school will produce only 
one-fourth of its revenue, and the 
state must meet three-fourths of it. 
The commission further reports 
an increase of 150 per cent on the 
Missouri corporation franchise tax. 
The income tax by the state is 
a very radical raise. The Associated 
Industries have employed attorneys 
to make a study of the report of 
the commission. This committee is 
convinced that the commission gave 
far more attention to the building 
and educational problem than they 
did the whole taxing problem, and 
especially defined needs, for the 
spending of money, without suffici­ 
ent attention as to who was to 
produce it. 
The commission recommends an 
expenditure of $246,000,000.00 addi­ 
tional over a twelve year period. 
The attorneys for the Associated 
Industries are convinced that an 
expenditure of 
$100,000,000.00 will 
meet the present needs, and would 
not be such a burden. They further 
recommend the following: 
1. A bond issu of $37,000,000.00. 
2. A continuation of the present 
plan by which each county pays for 
the cost of the county patients In­ 
stead of the state paying it all. 
3. That the rural districts con­ 
tinue to pay the present rate 65 
cents per hundred dollars assessed 
valuation, and not cut it to 20 cents 
per hundred as proposed by the 
commission. 
If the change comes as recom­ 
mended 
by 
the 
commission 
the 
present schools which are able to 
make their own overhead, will be 
required to pay $72,000,000.00 addi 
tional, particularly for rural schools.

Nev ada is no t happy o v er the Bo ulder 
dam schedules. Senato r Tasker L. Oddle, 
in a letter to Dr. Ray Ly man Wilbur, sec­ 
retary o f the interio r, said that “ the allo ­ 
catio ns o f po wer anno unced by y o u o n 
Octo ber 21, 19 29 , and the g eneral pro ced­ 
ure fo r the dispo sitio n o f po wer under 
the Bo ulder cany o n dam act are so o bv i­ 
o usly desig ned in the interests o f Cali­ 
fo rnia and at the ex pense o f the interests 
and so v ereig n rig hts o f the state o f 
Nev ada that I desire, o n behalf o f that 
state, to enter a pro test.” 
Senato r Oddle ho lds that “ as the law 
pro v ides that equal o ppo rtunity be g iv en 
the states o f Arizo na, 
Califo rnia and 
Nev ada, there can be no questio n but 
that co ng ress intended that the primary 
allo catio n o f po wer sho uld be tendered 
o ne-third o f the to tal to each o f the states 
o f Arizo na, Califo rnia and Nev ada, and 
that the so v ereig nty o f these states sho uld 
be reco g nized befo re a municipality o r 
priv ate po wer interest. 
Under the pro ­ 
po sal which y o u hav e made the interests 
o f the state o f Nev ada hav e been sub­ 
o rdinated and made subserv ient to the 
interests o f so uthern Califo rnia.” 
Nev ada, the senato r reminds the cabi­ 
net o fficer, “ has been ex ceeding ly g en­ 
ero us in the allo catio n o f water in reserv ­ 
ing to herself o nly 3 00,000 acre feet o f 
water and allo wing 7 ,200,000 acre feet to 
be div ided between Arizo na and Califo r­ 
nia.” 
Ultimately , he say s, Nev ada will 
need a larg e amo unt o f the po wer to be 
dev elo ped at the dam; “ Califo rnia do es 
no t need all o f this po wer because o f a 
surplus amo unt o f po Av er dev elo ped with­ 
in the state.” 
Since Senato r Oddle sent this letter to 
Secretary Wilbur, co nferences hav e been 
hejd, but it is ev ident that the state o f 
Nev ada is no t satisfied to permit so uth­ 
ern Califo rnia to enjo y to o g reat bene­ 
fits fro m the g o v ernment’s pro ject at 
Bo ulder cany o n. The Nev ada senato r is 
entirely rig ht in try ing to pro tect the in­ 
terests o f his state. 
So uthern Califo rnia 
•is ho t o nly interested in the po wer to be 
g enerated, but in water fo r the Lo s An­ 
g eles metro po litan area. 
Nev ada and 
Arizo na must be watchful o f all the de­ 
v elo pments.

Heaven was 
reflected In the angel which w'as 
so unspeakab ly wonderful as to b e 
describ ed as the glory of the Lord 
which produced awe. 
V. 1 0.—“But the angel said unto 
them, b e not afraid; for b ehold I 
b ring you good tidings of great joy 
which shall b e to all peaple." Sin, 
such a universal experience, con­ 
stantly produces fear and the first 
word of introduction from God is 
‘Be not afraid.’ Fear vanishes when 
when good things are understood. 
V. 11.—“For there is b om to you 
this day, In the city of David, a 
Saviour who is Christ the Lord.” 
Every word In this verse carries 
unusual meaning—The 
three 
b ig 
words are Saviour, Christ, Lord; 
Jesus means Jehovah saves; Christ 
means anointed as prophet, priest 
and king; Lord means the infinite 
and eternal sovereign. 
V. 12.—“And this is the sign unto 
you; ye shall find a b ab e wrapped 
in swaddling clothes and lying in 
a manger.” Great truths carry with 
them evidences.

We owe it to others to tell the good 
news we receive from God. The 
shepherds were so happy that they 
were found glorifying and praising 
god.

The Fort Victoria was rammed 
amidships by the Clyde Liner Al­ 
gonq uin at 4 p. m., yesterday as 
the Bermuda-bound ship stopped off 
Ambrose lightship to drop her pilot. 
The Algonq uin was outward bound 
for Miami and Galveston with 189 
passengers. 
The pilots boats Sandy Hook and 
New York er, the first vessels to re­ 
spond to the SOS signals of the two 
ships pick ed up the lifeboats of the 
Fort Victoria with her passengers 
and most of her crew of 165 
Captain A. R. Francis and 12 ot 
his crew remained aboard the Fort 
Victoria until she sank at 7:30 p.

Other 
I resolutions recommended establish­ 
ment of state police and a state 
council to cooperate on child health 
and protection and eq ualization of 
the tax burden. 
Lieut. Gov. E. H. W lntet of Jef­ 
ferson City, was the chief speak er 
at a banq uet last night tak ing Gov. 
Caulfield’s place as the latter was 
forced to cancel the engagement be­ 
cause of illness. 
State Senator William R. Painter, 
of Carrollton, a speak er yesterday, 
related work ings of the State Sur­ 
vey Commission, of which he was 
a member. He said because the 
group has recommended “a way of 
raising money that some people do 
not lik e the Post-Dispatch and the 
Globe-Democrat are beginning op­ 
position to it, the St. Louis Star 
is having a fit, the Times has a full 
fit, the Kansas City Star Is q ues­ 
tioning it and the Journal Is stand­ 
ing pat for a while. 
“They are saying that we are go­ 
ing to get all the money from the 
city,” the senator said, “of course 
we are. They have it all. You can’t 
get things where they aren’t; you 
have to go where they are. I tell 
you people that nobody will be hurt. 
“The government of the United 
States the other day voted to re­ 
mit $160,000,000 of income taxes to 
the people of the United States. It 
has collected that from you people 
last year. All during the year 19 29 
you have been paying into income 
tax fund of every corporation and 
everybody in the 
United 
States 
that pays an income tax, and the 
government turns around to these 
corporations and business men and 
says, ‘you can 
k eep It 
in your 
pock ets.’ People, It is not right, it 
is wrong.” 
The senator argued that income 
taxpayers, benefitted by the gov­ 
ernment, “are not going to be hurt” 
by increased state levies. 
“A city man said this to me: ‘We 
are 
vitally 
interested 
in 
these 
schools out in Missouri. We want 
good schools In Missouri. The fel­ 
lows who are going to run our bus­ 
inesses and be our leaders 20 years 
from now are these boys who are 
being educated out in the country. 
“Go in and ask any big city man 
where he came from. He will prob­ 
ably say that he came from out 
there in the stick s. Why, the big­ 
gest lawyer that Kansas City ever 
had was John Lucas, who came 
from 
Osceola. 
The 
city 
business 
man wants country boys well edu­ 
cated so they can push their busi­ 
ness along. If they want these boys 
educated, and we can’t pay it out 
in the country, let them pay the 
bill. I don’t believe there is a real, 
good, honest 
Missourian 
in the 
cities when the m atter is present­ 
ed to him, who will not pay the 
bills. 
“The greatest problem that came 
to us we work ed was the school 
problem in Missouri, but as we got 
into this work we found out that 
the other problems were to some 
extent just as important, and so 
we decided to divide the work up 
among the members of the commis­ 
sion as follows:

versity. They put me in the peni­ 
tentiary. 
“The fact of the m atter is, that 
in a general way these men were 
really ignorant of the subject that 
was assigned them, the eleemosy­ 
nary institutions of the state were 
assigned to a gentleman from S t 
Louis, the manager of the Famous- 
Barr building, Mr. Rick ets, a mem­ 
ber of the house. Mr. Rick etts had 
never been in an eleemosynary in­ 
stitution, yet I don’t think any man 
in 
Missouri ever did as faithful 
work as he. 
“The Missouri penitentiary has a 
present population of about 4,000, 
but it was oniy built for 2,500 in­ 
mates. You have 
probably 
read 
within the last few months of seri­ 
ous outbreak s which had occurred 
in prisons. Just imagine what would 
happbn 
if 
4,000 
desperate 
men 
should tak e a notion to get out of 
the Missouri penitentiary. I wouldn't 
lik e to be there and have charge 
at that particplar time. 
“The 
prisoners 
are 
crowded 
everywhere 
in 
the 
penitentiary; 
they have to eat in sections; they 
can’t all work ; many are idle; you 
don’t k now what is going to hap­ 
pen. 
“At Boonville is what is k nown 
as the boy’s reformatory. It is a 
hell-hole. In many cases a boy sent 
to Boonville is on his road to the 
penitentiary. 
“At Chillicothe we have the girls 
reformatory, 
which 
was 
built to 
accomodate about half the number 
of girls there now. In a great many 
of the rooms three girls are com­ 
pelled 
to sleep 
,two girls in a 
three-q uarter bed and the other girl 
in a similar bed. It Is a very bad 
situation. I cannot go into the de­ 
tails, but it is deplorable. 
“At Tipton we have a school for 
negro girls. They are getting along 
fairly well.” 
“The eleemosynary Institution at 
St. Joseph, which Is an example of 
all, except the one at Farmington, 
has 2,200 inmates. Each doctor has 
charge of 500 patients. Now how 
much attention he gives them you 
can figure out for yourself. 
They 
have to sleep everywhere. I saw a 
room In which they told me two 
lady nurses 
were 
q uartered, 
in 
which I wouldn’t put a good hound 
dog to sleep. Why cannot the state 
provide a suitable place for those 
employes who are receiving only 
$45 a month and their board—a 
place in which to rest after their 
day’s labor. At St. Joseph we are 
renting land and paying an enor­ 
mous price for it. 
“That same condition practically 
exists at Fulton and Nevada. 
At 
Farmington, the most overcrowded 
institution, there are 60 per cent 
more than there should be. At the 
present time there is no place in 
Missouri w'here there is any test 
given or any special w^ork done to 
see if the person who is sent to the 
asylum is only a temporary i>atient. 
“At Marshall there is a school for 
people who don’t 
k now 
anything 
very much and have forgotten that. 
Out in the state there are more 
than 100 people who are waiting to 
get in, but we haven’t the room to 
tak e care of them. 
“At Mount Vernon the same con­ 
ditions exist. We need more doctors 
everywhere, more room. To ask a 
doctor to tak e care of 500 patients 
is ask ing too much. We need more 
room and we need better care. The 
men who are employed at these in­ 
stitutions are giving good service 
with what they have to do with. I 
am not criticizing them. This criti­ 
cism is to Missourians, to you, not 
to these doctors or those who run 
these institutins. 
“At Rolla the federal government 
and the state are maintaining a 
trachoma hospital. There they mak e 
the blind to see and k eep them off 
the pension roll. 
“There 
is 
another 
institution 
down in Jasper County which the 
states does not operate, but it sends 
a great many patients there. It is 
a tubercular hospital. The state Is 
figuring to some extent on tak ing 
that over and trying to alleviate the 
suffering of those people In their 
last days. 
“Then we have the teachers col­ 
leges. The report recommends the 
teachers colleges go back to the 
work for which they were erected 
in the first place, to mak e teachers. 
I think probably that will be done 
-within the next few years. If our 
plans are carried with regard to 
the rural schools. It will be neces­ 
sary for the teachers to be a little 
bit better educated than they are 
now'. 
“As to the 
eleemosynary 
Insti­ 
tutes, each county is req uired to 
pay $18 a month for all those who 
are in the institution from that par­ 
ticular county. It costs us a great 
deal in our county. Jack son county 
pays $6,000 or $7,000. 
St. 
Louis 
maintains a hospital in which there 
are 3,400 
patients. 
If 
St. 
Louis 
should desire at any time to turn 
their 3,400 
patients over to the 
state, the state would have to ac­ 
cept them. 
“The fact is, St. Louis has just 
notified Mr. Monier, the head of 
the eleemosynary institutions, that 
the state must accept some of these 
patients in a verj* short time. These 
institutions are 50 per cent over­ 
crowded now and St. Louis Is go­ 
ing to help us fill them up. I ask ed 
Mr. Monier what he w'as going to 
do and he said that maybe he was 
going to mak e a roof garden,’-

scale with

Newton (secretary to Hoover).” 
Just a few moments before Sena­ 
tor Walsh, democrat, Montana, had 
ask ed the witness if he had talk ed 
with the president before accept­ 
ing a job offered by Lak ln. 
“I told him I was employed by 
the Cuban sugar interests to try to 
work out some plan that would be 
fair to all.” Shattuck answered. 
“Why did you tell him at all 
about your employment?” 
he was 
ask ed. 
“I saw him as I usually do.” Mr. 
Shattuck said, “I usually call on 
him when in the vicinity.” 
Shattuck said his friendship with 
Hoover had been “lik e any other 
friendship.” adding that they had 
had a good deal of public work to­ 
gether and a large amount of char­ 
ity work .

" Po liticians and admirals are assembling 
fo r a battle ro yal nex t mo nth in Lo ndo n, 
ip. which no quarter will be asked and 
no ne given. 
The 
admirals, 
all techni­ 
cians and patrio ts, want no drastic cuts in 
their sea establishments; the po liticians 
po int to the mo unting co sts o f armaments, 
the desperate 
plea 
o f 
tax payers, and 
bo ldly declare these great fleets must be 
drastically 
pruned. 
The 
tax payer, so 
o ften balked in the past, ho pes the po li­ 
ticians will win, the St. Lo uis Star de­ 
clares. 
If President 
Ho o ver’s 
revelatio n o f 
budget figures— that 7 2 cents o f every 
federal tax do llar is devo ted to war pur­ 
po ses, past and future— was sho cking to 
Americans, revelatio n that every British 
family must pay $65 annually fo r defense 
is equally so . 
Further figures, published 
by the Eco no mist, sho w this co untry to 
be spending $8 9 0,000,000; Britain, $58 0,- 
000,000; Russia 
$48 8 ,000,000; 
France, 
$45 7 ,000,000; Italy, $266,600,000; J apan, 
$243,000,000; India, $213,8 00,000; and 
Germany $18 8 ,400,000 upo n new engines 
o f war— a fearful to tal. 
It is therefo re with relief that o ne reads 
that J apan*s delegates to the Lo ndo n par­ 
leys are ‘‘prepared to go as far to ward 
reducing its naval fo rce as any o ther 
po wer.” 
That is so und co mmo n sense. 
It do es 
no t mean unpreparedness, 
fo r 
natio nal 
pro tectio n is imperative, but that pre­ 
paredness is a relative thing; that the 
strength o f the o ther fello w must always 
be taken into co nsideratio n. 
The pres­ 
ent high co st o f defending this natio n is 
a wa y o ut o f pro po rtio n to o ther go vern­ 
ment activities. 
An identical co nditio n 
prevails with o ther po wers. 
Everybo dy 
can scale do wn fighting equipment while 
retaining pro po rtio nal defensive strength. 
It is this that President Ho o ver, Premier 


MacDo nald and the J apanese wo uld ac­ 
co mplish. 
With all three po wers denying 
^g^i'essive intentio ns, the task sho uld be 
easy. 
That it is no t is demo nstrated by 
the repeated failures to find an ade­ 
quate “ yardstick” since the wo rld war.

Nearly everyo ne “ lo o ks like’’ so meo ne 
else, but usually if the two are sto o d side 
by side the resemblance melts away. 
It 
is said that the late Lo rd No rthcliffe prid­ 
ed himself o n his suppo sed resemblance 
to Napo leo n. 
There have been many 
men who tho ught they lo o ked like Lin­ 
co ln. 
There was o nce a representative 
fro m New Yo rk, a o ne-time go verno r o f 
that state, who dressed the part o f Henry 
Clay and who wo re his hair in the Clay 
fashio n. 
The likeness was sa id.to have 
been striking. 
It is related o f him that 
o n o ne 
o ccasio n 
when 
he 
was being 
shaved by an aged Washingto n barber 
who had perfo rmed the same o ffice fo r 
Clay, he asked the knight o f the shears 
whether he in any way resembled the 
great statesman.

there were three Minneapo lis grain 
dealers.

W ednesday in an automobile acci­ 
dent, and to decide w hether to call 
a sp ecial session of the legislature 
to take up the recom m endations of 
the state surv ey commission. 
H arrison had made an env iiable 
and efficient record as head of Mis­ 
souri’s 
p enal 
institutions 
and 
of­ 
ficial circles are busy with com­ 
m ent as to whom the chief ex ecu­ 
tiv e will ap p oint. 
There Is no in­ 
dication who w'ill be selected for 
the p ost, one of the m ost im p ortant 
in the state adm inistration, and it 
is understood the gov ernor is sp end­ 
ing much though in consideration 
of the m atter. 
The gov ernor a n ­ 
nounced 
last 
sum m er th at when 
the p enal board was reorganized, 
H arrison would rem ain as director. 
Before the chief ex ecutiv e left 
about a w'eek ago on the W ashing­ 
ton trip it was learned th at he 
p robably would hav e an announce­

Dr. Frank L. Christian, sup erin­ 
tendent of the Elm ira state refor­ 
matory Saturday was ap p ointed act­ 
ing warden by Gov ernor Roosev elt 
Since the riot on W ednesday , in 
which Jennings was held for sev ­ 
eral hours as a hostage by the 
conv icts, and which cost the liv es 
of the p rincip al keep er and eight 
conv icts. 
George A. Sulliv an ser­ 
geant of the p rison guard had been 
acting warden under ap p ointment 
by Dr. Ray mond F. C. Kieb, state 
commissioner of corrections. 
At the same time Gov ernor Roose­ 
v elt ordered Colonel George Fletch­ 
er, founder and first sup erintendent 
of the New York state p olice, to 
conduct an inv estigation, as 
the 
p ersonal rep resentativ e of the gov ­ 
ernor, into the conduct of conv icts, 
guards and others during the m ut­ 
iny . 
Directing Sup reme Court Justice 
Benjamin Cunningham, and the dis­ 
trict attorney of Cay uga county to 
“giv e any indictm ents and trials in 
connection with the Auburn p rison 
riot p recedence ov er any and all 
other cases at the term of court 
beginning January 
6 ,” 
Gov ernor 
Roosev elt also issued a statem ent 
in which he said: 
“The v ery first duty of the grand 
jury should 
be to return 
indict­ 
ments for m urder in the first de­ 
gree against any and all p ersons 
who may be guilty under the law 
of the m urder of the p rincip al keep ­ 
er, Durnford. 
“It is time that p risoners of the 
state hav e a clear understanding 
that v iolence to guards and keep ers 
will bo immediately and dragiicajly 
p unished. 
The p urp ose is also to 
accomp lish immediate justice in re­ 
lation to all the acts in connection 
with the riot cov ering any inmates, 
gards or any other p erson or p er­ 
sons who may hav e been guilty ot 
any v iolations of the law.” 
The outbreak had scarcely been 
crushed W ednesday night before it 
became 
a 
subject 
of 
siate-wide 
discussion and sp eculation. 
Sergeant SiUliv an declared that 
the leniency of the p rison sy stem 
and the Mutual W elfare League, a 
sy stem of self-gov erning among the 
conv icts, were alike resp onsible for 
the mutiny . 
May or Charles D. Osborn of Au­ 
burn, son of Thomas Mott Osborne, 
noted p rison reform er who organiz­ 
ed the Mutual W elfare eague, rose 
to defense of the league. 
W arden 
Jennings too, up on recov ering from 
the effects of tear gas emp loy ed in 
effecting his rescue during the riot, 
declared that the m utineers were 
all league outcasts. 
The board of directors of the Na­ 
tional Society of Penal Information 
adop ted a resolution urging Gov er­ 
nor Roosev elt to demand the im­ 
mediate resignation of Dr. Kieb as 
commissioner of correction, assert­ 
ing that the commissioner was “un­ 
fit” to carry out the gov ernor’s p ro­ 
gram of p rison reform. 
Dr. Kieb rep lied with a laugh 
and continued to p ress the state’s 
inv estigation into the Auburn out­ 
break, going there today in p erson 
to attend the funeral of the m ur­ 
dered p rincip al keep er, George A. 
Durnford. 
That inv estigation, being conduct­ 
ed by officials of the state dep art­ 
m ent of correction

The 
Jugular vein Is cut by the single 
stro ke o f a sharp knife and the 
po int o f the knife is then pushed 
thro ugh the ro o f o f the mo uth Into 
the brain. 
The last o peratio n Is 
kno wn as "sticking” and when pro p­ 
erly do ne paralyzes the bird and 
lo o sens the feathers so that they 
co me o ut easily. 
Turkey feathers 
can be remo ved mo re easily than 
can chicken feathers, the pro per 
bleeding and sticWng being the 
mo st difficult part o f the o peratio n. 


Msinagement o f Pullets 
W ith regard to the management 
o f the pullets. It will be advisable 
gradually to intro duce the ratio ns 
likely to be used during the laying 
perio d.

causing irritatio n.

be fo und helpful fo r this tro uble.

lost when he lets a promising you u g 
sire got the

A very fine old gentleman slipped 
into my room this week and told 
me this story.

We u sed a yoke of oxen 
then and a w’agon.. This happened 
55 of 60 years ago. 
Father asked 
u s two boys if we wou ld take the 
preacher to the station and 
we 
agreed. 
Father thou ght he wou ld 
pay u s for the work. 
It had rained 
hard and the creeks were u p and 
there were no bridges. 
We loaded 
u p the preacher’s goods and he and 
his family got in and off we went 
slow bu t steady towards town. 
At 
first everybody 
along 
the 
road 
knew u s 
by 
the oxen 
and 
the 
preacher. 
The preacher was not 
liked very well and had been dis­ 
missed from the congregation and 
was hu nting a new place. 
Us boys 
did not like him either and was 
glad to take him away. 
So were 
the other you ng folks. 
He was 
gru ff, su rly and drank occasionally 
too mu ch. 
Now the first stream we came 
to was not yet so deep and we 
forded It alright. 
1 he next one 
was a little dangerou s, bu t we got 
throu gh that safelst 
Bu t when we 
came to the last river, it was tu li 
and the day was getting late. 
We 
knew the ford, how there was a 
big rock at one side and a deep 
hole of water on the other, and 
we did not want to try to cross it. 
The rock was covered with water 
and the cu rrent swift. 
The preach­ 
er did not want to retu rn and u rg­ 
ed u s to go on. 
Bu i we refu sed 
u nless he wou ld ride the rear of 
and keep the off ox from crowding 
u s u pon the rock. 
He took a gad 
and crawled ou t on the rear ox 
which was w’ell broke to ride and 
started over. 
Bu t the off ox that 
was afraid of the deep water on 
his side crowded over the wagon 


on the rock on the other side. The 
preacher clu bbed him and swore 
at him and got wet, bu t u s boyi 
were mad at him. 
The water was 
even with the backs of the cattle 
and the plight was amu sing to u s. 
It really was seriou s to be siu ck 
on the rock in mid stream and at 
abou t su ndown. 
Bu t a man came 
alojig on a horse and took each 
one of u s off the wagon and helped 
the wet preacher ou t too. Then we 
got another team and it pu lled u s 
ou t, and we went to the station. It 
was dark and we had no money. 
Bu t the party who kept a boarding 
hou se knew oqr people and allowed 
u s to stay all night. 
There were 
two German girls there and they 
gave u s a big cake of gingerbread 
apiece and some coffee. 
We slept 
well and got u p early and fou nd 
the creek had fallen. 
When we 
got home we reported the circu m­ 
stances that the preacher got wet, 
bu t never gave u s a penny for ou r 
day’s work. 
Bu t listen we never 
forgot those rosy cheeked German 
girls nor they u s, and we got 
a 
world of satisfaction ou t of know­ 
ing that preacher who swore left, 
we know not where or when. 
By stu dying this little story and 
following 
the 
part 
the 
father, 
preacher, girls, boys and horseman 
took, we get qu ite a bit of the 
social life of the people a half cen­ 
tu ry ago.
